blings about bringing more people 
under the protection of social se- 
curity 
and 
increasing the pay- 
ments to old people. 


President 
Truman 
has 
asked 
congress to do it. Last 
night 
a 


step was taken in that 
direction 
when the house ways and 
means 


committee approved legislation to 
do that. 


But this is only a bill which the 


committee will send up to the full 
nousc for a vote. The house may 
approve it before quitting, 
jn 
a 


month or so. for the rest of 1949. 


That's not enough to make even 


one change in the present law, 
Jnless the senate also 
approves 
:t's doubtful that the senate 
will 


do anything about it before quit- 
ting this year. 


The best guess is that the pres- 


ent law will remain unchanged for 
this year at least. If the house ap- 
proves the bill this year, 
maybe 
.he senate will next year. 


Under tlic present law about 35 •• 


100,000 people are 
covered. 
The 


bill would bring in another 11,000.- 
000, 
leaving 14,000 or so people 
still unprotected many of 
them 


farmers. 


There's no room here to go inlc 


details of the law or the bill that 
would change. But one part of the 


law and the bill can be examined. 
That's old-age insurance. 


That insurance is the paymen't, 
or pension, which workers receive 
from the government when 
they 
retire at 65, if they've been cov- 
ered by the law.

present law doesn't 
cover 


many kinds of workers, like those 
employed by non-profit

lions, farmers and so on.» 


To pay for this old age insur- 


ance the government now collects 
a tax of one per cent from each 
"covered"' employe and one' pel- 
cent from his employer up to $3,- 
300 of the worker's wages or sal- 
ary.

Sanitation a 
Good Guard 
Against Polio 


At the time of outbreaks of such 
disea'scs as polio, 
farm 
people 


should realize the importance of 
sanitation in respect to health and 
well being. Onuof the problems 
of sanitation for rural families is 
having a safe method of sewage 
disposal. 
Home 
Demonstration 
Agent Lorraine Blackwood pointed 
out today. 


On farms without running wat- 
er, a recommended method is the 
construction of a 
sanitary 
pit 
privy. Approved plans may be ob- 
tained from the Hempstead county 
extension office in Extension Scr- 
ice Plan No. 71030. 


Care and maintainance of pri- 
vies are important too. All privies 
require periodic 
attention. 
Seats 
and covers should 
be 
washed 
weekly with soap and water 
or 


with disinfectants, such as cresol, 
pine oil 
, and 
hypochlorite 
or 


Chloride of lime. These have deor- 
dorant properties and are avail- 
able at most grocery 
or 
drug 
stores. Druggust generally carry a 
product more refined and conse- 
quently with a higher price. 


During the fly season and mos- 
quito eggs will be destroyed 
by 


pouring half' a pint of crude oil, 
fuel oil, kerosene, or borax solu- 
tion (1 pound powered borax dis- 
solved in about 10 gallons .of wat- 
er) over the contents of the pit. 
This should be done about once a 
week. 


Odors from privy pits and vaults 
can be reduced by covering the 
contents with dry earth, ashes, or 
sawdust, she explained. These ma- 
terials fill up the pit rather quick- 
ly, but can be used where 
other 
deordorants are not available. 


that farm families plan to use 30 
pounds of poultry meat per per- 
son each year. For the . average 
sized family this would be about 
one bird a week. All poultry used 
as food should be of healthy, well- 
fleshed specimens.

soup, sand- 
wiches, and many other dishes. 
Younger chickens may be broiled 
or fried. Ducks, guineas, and tur- 
keys, if available, may also 
be 
prepared In a number of appetizing 
ways. 


Poultry meat furnishes 
protein 
of high quality, vitamins B and C, 
and phosphorus and iron. Chicken 
giblets are especially rich in iron 
and vitamin A. The dark meat con- 
tains more riboflavin and proba- 
bly more iron than does the white 
meat.
